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A Bryan College van departs in 
the early morning, filled with 
talented students, their over- 
night luggage, a load of sound equip- 
ment, and high expectations. The road 
ahead provides fellowship and study 
time; but whatever the journey itself 
brings, the students destination turns 
their focus to making an unforgettable 
impact on the lives of high schoolers. 

Since the late 1980s Bryan students and 
faculty have traveled to church youth 
groups to discuss pop culture and worl- 
dview. In these 25 years the worldview 
teams have greatly influenced the hearts 
and minds of hundreds of younger 
students, encouraging them to think 
critically about the world around them. 

According to Dr. Bill Brown, who 
initiated the concept of worldview teams, 
said the rationale for the initiative was “to 
provide a ministry to high school students 
in Christian schools and youth groups.” 

From 2008 through 2012, Bonnie-Marie 
Yager c 07 provided leadership in direct- 
ing, updating, and revising the program. 
She says, “We want to help students 
explore what they love, what they value,

and what they believe, and help them 
understand what is true about the world 
and what is true about who God is. 

We re not simply wanting to impart a set 
of Christian ideas but a Christian way of 
being and acting in the world” 

With the updates came a change in 
name to one that gives “the impression 
of unity, stability, and activity,” in the 
words of Jason Glen, current director: 
‘“The Worldview Initiative was born out 
of this desire to establish a more mean- 
ingful foundation built on organization- 
al consistency through student buy-in 
and thorough training” 

Dr. Brown explains that the goal of Bryans 
worldview teams has always been equip- 
ping high school students “to recognize 
the worldview messages around them, 
particularly in entertainment and popular 
culture” because “having them see their 
cultural environment through a world- 
view lens gives them the knowledge to 
discern the messages coming at them.” 


From the beginning the team has recog- 
nized that high school students respond 
best to substantive content, creatively 
delivered, to help them understand the 
complexity of their world and the big is- 
sues of life. This highly interactive mul- 
timedia program is designed specifically 
for high school juniors and seniors, who 
spend a daylong conference considering 
several questions: Who is God? Who am 
I? What is culture? What is my purpose 
here on earth? 

Through these conference sessions, 
members of what is now the Worldview 
Initiative have poured into the lives of 
high school students for years and will 
continue to do so far into the future, 
truly “Educating students to become 
servants of Christ to make a difference 
in todays world.”

The written word has held Dr. 
Beth Impson captivated since 
she first learned how to write 
her name in kindergarten and in 
her excitement scratched it into 
the arm of her mother’s rocking 
chair. She grew up surrounded 
by volumes and libraries, often 
with her “nose in a book” either 
from her local library or from 
her parents large personal col- 
lection. 

This passion for words has ac- 
companied Dr. Impson all her 
life and remains her heartsong to 
this day. Having earned her B.A., 
M.A., and Ph.D. - all in English 
from the University of Kansas - 
she went on to serve as an En- 
glish professor at Missouri State 
University, Tabor College, and 
Belhaven College before coming 
to Bryan in August 1999. 

In the 1 5 years that she has taught 
at Bryan, her greatest joy has 
come through influencing stu- 
dents to open themselves to the 
power and delight of the written 
word - to read, speak, write, and 
listen mindfully. “The words we 
use influence those around us,” 
she says, and “our purpose in 
using language is to glorify God 
and serve others.” 

Although she has taught over 20 
unique courses, one of her favor- 
ites remains creative nonfiction 
because the class allows students 
from many different majors to 


relate elements of their own lives 
from a big-picture perspective to 
show the universal implications 
of their experiences. 

Brian Livingston £ 12, who double 
majored in English and biology, 
remarks, “Of all the things Dr. 
Impson imparted to me, her con- 
stant admonition to think clearly 
and appreciate the power of ideas 
has been especially poignant in 
my life after college.” He often re- 
flects on the countless times she 
invested in his life and education: 
“It was her commitment to make 
her students think deeply about 
our world that made my time at 
Bryan College exceptional.” 

“How can you talk about writing 
and not talk about the importance 
of using writing to honor God?” Dr. 
Impson asks, and this concept drives 
her work in every way.

While teaching mathematics at 
Bryan College, Dr. Bob Simp- 
sons excitement and love for the 
material clearly shines through.

Dr. Simpson has taught at Bry- 
an College for 33 years. After 
getting his Bachelor of Science 
in Mathematics and Chemistry 
at Middle Tennessee State Uni- 
versity, Dr. Simpson went on to 
get master s degrees in Comput- 
er Science Education (Univer- 
sity of Evansville) and Mathe- 
matics (University of Georgia), 
along with his doctorate from 
UT in mathematics in 1972. He 
and his wife, Nan, were named 
honorary alumni of Bryan Col- 
lege in 2001. 

Rebecca Bodine T4, former 
mathematics major and cur- 
rently a teacher at Dayspring 
Christian Academy, in Mounte- 
ville, Pa., says, “Dr. Simpsons 
genuine concern for me and 
willingness to invest in my life, 
even before I became one of his 
students, played a huge part 
in my decision to attend Bry- 
an,” commenting that from the 
first time she met him during a 
scholarship weekend, she had 
been struck by his desire for 
Gods will to reign supreme in 
her life.

When 
his students engage in min- 
istry, he is very supportive of 
them and commits to pray for 
them regularly.

Working for a national forest, 
then living and working overseas 
and considering counseling and 
outdoor leadership careers 
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In the old days the day-to-day values of most 
people were driven by occupational heritage, 
family pride, communally formed identity, reli- 
gious affiliation, nationalism, and simply stay- 
ing alive. For an increasing percentage of the 
world’s population these worldview framers are 
either co-opted or replaced by the driving force 
of the Internet. The Internet uses our religious, 
relational, occupational, and entertainment 
interests to push us toward an endless cycle of 
self-gratification. There is much to be champi- 
oned about the empowerment that the Inter- 
net brings to our daily lives, but if it is not 
grounded in something greater it becomes our 
master. 

Social media platforms most clearly portray the 
danger of an ill-managed relationship with the 
Internet. Social scientists such as Christian Smith at 
Notre Dame and Sherry Turkle at MIT studied tech- 
nology and social media’s effects on our society, 


and they recognize that we are settling for a shallow 
version of relationships. Small chats over texts have 
usurped long correspondence. Profile viewing has 
taken the place of asking revealing questions about 
values, beliefs, and experiences. Other sociologists 
have recognized that these new habits are actually 
increasing the number of narcissists in the world, 
and making us all a bit more egocentric. 

When we stare at our devices, we are tempted to 
stare more into ourselves than to stare into the 
lives of others. This is a frightening development for 
societies in general, but especially for Christians. We 
must find a way to ground our power - our appetites 
- to that which properly orients them towards God 
and others; We must plant ourselves in the Word and 
the community of saints. 

The virtual world is a mission field, but it is also a 
ruse. As always, the wisdom of the Spirit must guide 
our steps and empower our choices.

“Herman Shakespeare:” 

The Tenure and Influence of Richard Cornelius 


f anyone ever deserved to be labeled 
“Mr. Bryan College,” that person 
is long-time English professor Dr. 
Richard Cornelius, who went to be with 
the Lord on August 21, 2014. Not only 
was he among the colleges most enthu- 
siastic cheerleaders, he was a man whose 
love of language was surpassed only by 
his love for the Lord. 

I am grateful to have come to Bryan 
during Dr. Cornelius’s astonishing 48- 
year tenure at the school for, despite the 
fact that I was at Bryan to prepare for 
pastoral ministry and wasn't even an En- 
glish major, no single professor impacted 
my life more than he did. 

Lor some reason, he took a great per- 
sonal interest in me and his primary 
concern always seemed to be that I find 
fulfillment in serving the Lord, whatever 
the venue. He maintained regular contact 


with me for some 20 years after my 
graduation (until he had to enter a care 
facility), always eager to share how the 
Lord was working in his life and to hear 
what He was doing in mine. 

Generations of Bryan students came to 
know Dr. Cornelius as a walking, talking 
Harbrace College Handbook, citing the 
renowned primer of English composi- 
tion as effortlessly as another man might 
rattle off sports scores. Lor him the 
Handbook was a tool for streamlining 
communication for the ultimate purpose 
of sharing the Gospel winsomely and 
effectively. 

While his command of the language 
could make him mildly intimidating, 
he was shy and unfailingly modest — as 
evidenced by his contentment to work 
quietly and behind the scenes, most of- 
ten in an editorial capacity. He typically 


released his own 
(often humorous) 
writing under the 
pseudonym “Her- 
man Shakespeare.” 

More than willing to set aside his dignity 
in the service of his craft, there was no 
length to which he would not go in try- 
ing to capture the attention and interest 
of his students. As a pastor, I remember 
and try to honor his example to this 
day, every time I don some silly hat or 
costume at the start of a sermon. 

I know I speak for hundreds who will 
carry Dr. Cornelius’ influence forever 
and can hardly wait for the opportuni- 
ty in eternity to express our gratitude 
to him, finally able to do so with the 
excellence and eloquence he worked so 
tirelessly to instill.

A Round Tuit: 

A Reflection on Dr. Richard Cornelius 



W hen I entered Bryan 

College, the head of the 
English department, Dr. 
Richard M. Cornelius, had been there 
for over 30 years. He was part of the 
college's woodwork - a seeming- 
ly permanent fixture, a given. The 
prospect of being in one of his classes 
usually elicited more dread than 
enthusiasm from the average Bryan 
student. To him or her, Dr. Cornelius 
was dry, stolid, methodical, and fas- 
tidious. Carrying the same briefcase 
and wearing the same bowler and 
trench coat day after day, he operated 
like clockwork. 


Dr. Cornelius taught us to identi- 
fy and engage great literature. He 
showed us how the most talented 
voices in human history could be 
illuminating or deceptive, inspiring 


or immoral, sublime or clumsy. He 
also taught us how to be clear and 
careful writers. We learned from him 
that writing is not a magic trick, but 
a craft that requires time, attention 
and discipline. We also learned to ap- 
proach it not as the exclusive domain 
of poets, journalists and academics, 
but as an act of Christian worship in 
day-to-day communication and re- 
flection. Clear and careful writing, he 
showed us, can encourage a disheart- 
ened soul, shape a young mind, and 
even persuade a stubborn opponent. 
It as effective for the market place, 
pulpit, war room and living room as 
it is for the journal, stage, and pub- 
lishing house. 


My point is this: Dr. Cornelius taught. 
Rather than publish, he taught. 

Rather than research, he taught. 

Rather than rightfully 
pursue the luxuries of 


taught. He taught, he taught, and he 
taught. Year after year he was faithful 
to the task. Semester after semester 
he was there with the same page of 
"round tuits," the same structured 
vision of Christian humanism, the 
same masterful outlines of ancient 
to modern authors and exhaustive 
reading lists, and the same red-inked 
expectation for excellence. 


Indeed, Richard Meredith Cornelius, 
your focused, selfless investment in 
thousands of others multiplies even 
now and will do so until a gold- 
en-headed harvest is ripe for the Last 
Day's sickle.
